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1. AT APPROX 10:30 A.M., AUG 20, AMCIT RICHARD TKACHUK, 23, 

INFORMED CONSOFF THAT HIS SOVIET FIANCEE, ANNE HARRIEVNA 
MAURING, HAD BEEN DENIED PERMISSION TO ACCOMPANY HIM INTO 
EMBASSY BY MILITIAMAN STATIONED OUTSIDE. CONSOLE EXITED 
EMBASSY WITH TKACHUK, WHO POINTED OUT MAURING BEING LED 
SOUTH ALONG SIDEWALK IN DIRECTION OF MILITIA SHACK BY BURLY 
MILITIAMAN. 

2. CONSOFF AND TKACHUK BROKE INTO FAST TROT, OVERTAKING 
MAURING AND MILITIAMAN AS THEY WERE NEARING STREETCORNER. 

OTHER MILITIA MEMBERS STANDING NEAR EMBASSY ENTRACES MADE NO 
MOVE TO INTERVENE, THOUGH HURRIED HAND-SIGNALS WERE EXCHANGED. 
MAURING AND ESCORTING-MILITIAMAN STOPPED AS CONSOFF AND TKACHUK 
APPROACHED, AND CONSOFF TOLD MILITIAMAN IN RUSSIAN, 'T AM A 
CONSUL, AND THIS WOMAN HAS BUSINESS WITH ME." ESCORT MADE 
SWEEPING GESTURE WITH ARM AND ANSWERED "AS YOU PLEASE" 
("POZHALUISTA"). CONSOLE THEN ACCOMPAINED BOTH TKACHUK AND 
MAURING INSIDE EMBASSY. 

3. COMMENT: INCIDENT IS REPORTED AS ILLUSTRATION OF 
POSSIBLE RELUCTANCE ON PART OF MILITIA TO ENGAGE IN 
OSTENTATIOUS DENIAL OE ACCESS IN PRESENCE EMBOEF. 
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
